the house as many country people do. 
Vegetables 
like 
parsnips,

horseradish can be left in the ground 
all winter as freezing does not harm 
them. 
Beets, carrots, turnips, win­ 
ter radishes, keep better with a tem­ 
perature ju3t above freezing. 
Inasmuch as 
all 
vegetables 
and 
food supplies will be needed this win­ 
ter, it is urged that whenever storage 
is done that it be done carefuly to re­ 
duce losses to a minimum.

WITH TAX REVISION 


Washington, October 12.—For the 
first time since the war, the American 
public faces the possibility, if not the 
probability of increased federal tax­ 
es. 
A £03 million dollar deficit last 
year coupled with prospects of a de­ 
ficit of a billion and a half at the end 
of the current 12-month period 
has 
catapulted the question of taxation to 
the top of the conversational heap in 
congressional and administration cir 


cles. 
With the treasury heads 
reported 
as favoring a tax increase that will 
insure a balanced budget in 1934 
at 
the latest, and with a growing num­ 
ber of congressmen coming out for 
some sort of tax revision, indications 
are that a tax bill will be voted 
on 
during the next Congress unless busi­ 
ness should show a remarkable pick 


up 


creasing the number of taxpayers. He 
is also said to feel that if taxation is 
asked of Congress, some revision up­ 
wards must be made in the surtaxes 
on incomes above $100,000. It is also 
possible he will favor restoring some 
of the excise taxes repealed in 1926. 
Two other plans have been advanc­ 
ed by administration Republicans for 
consideration when Congress 
meets. 
Senator David A. Reed, Republican, 
Pennsylvania, a member of the Sen­ 
ate finance committee, favors the im­ 
position of a general sales tax of one- 
half of one per cent, the repeal of the 
capital again and loss provision of the 
present income tax and an increase in 
estate taxes. 
Representative 
Isaac 
Bacharach, Republican, New Jersey, 
one of the influential members of the 
House ways and 
means 
committee, 
would increase surtaxes on incomes 
between $100,000 and $1,000,000; levy 
excise taxes on luxuries and nones­ 
sentials, increase estate taxes and im­ 
pose an outright gift tax to prevent 
evasion of the taxes on estates. 


Despite recommendations from 
his 
treasury advisors in favor of tax re­ 
vision, President Hoover thus far has 
refused to commit himself either for 
or against boosting the revenues thru 
a change in taxes. 
It has been stat­ 
ed for the president, 
however, 
that 
should business conditions improve, a 
tax increase may be avoided. 
A final decision as to what 
steps 
shall be taken to finance government 
expenditures during the 
next fiscal 
year must be made within 
the next 
two or three weeks, if it is to be in­ 
cluded in the president’s annual mess­ 
age to Congress, which normally is in 
the hands of the printers shortly af­ 
ter the middle of November. Within 
the next week, the president will have 
fairly definite knowledge as to 
the 
size of the budget which he proposes 
to send to Congress for the 1933 year. 
With expenditures fairly well fixed, 
Mr. Hoover will be in a beter position 
to decide whether to recommend an 
increase in taxes or an increase 
in 
the public debt. He can either ask for 
increased 
revenues 
or 
direct 
the 
treeasury to live on credit for anoth­ 
er year, thus piling up the public debt. 
Today 
the 
federal 
government 
stands at a cross reads in its fiscal 
policy. 
It must decide to boost 
the 
public debt again, cut 
expenditures 
ruthlessly, or increase taxes at a time 
when the cry would immediately 
b 
raised that the administration 
was 
placing a retarding hand on business 
at the very moment it was beginning 
to show recovery. 
During the last 12 
m o n th s the gross public debt, which 
had been reduced rapidly in years of 
prosperity from in excess of 25 bill 
ions to just over 16 billions, vaulted 
upward a billion, 240 millions. 
Today 
it stands at 17 billion, 320 million dol­ 
lars. 
Both Congress and the president’s 
official family are divided on the pro­ 
per course to be taken at this time. 
One high ranking official who is al­ 
ways consulted by the president 
on 
domestic financial matters takes 
the 
position that the United States should 
go on living on its credit until busi­ 
ness conditions 
improve 
and boost 
revenues. 
He argues that 
inasmuch 
as this country retired its debt more 
rapidly than required by federal law 
during the fat years, it should live on 
this lat during a period of lean rev­ 
enues. 
Another group headed by treasury 
officials take the position that 
the 
United States must balance its budg­ 
et certainly by 1934. They state that 
steps must be taken to close the gap 
between revenues and 
receipts 
at 
once, that while it may not be possi­ 
ble to balance the 1933 budget, 
the 
nation must get back within its 
in­ 
come by 1934. 
Secretary Mellon is understood to 
favor inducing income tax emeptions 
thus broadening the tax base and in- 
Woods 


Radical Republicans in the Senate 
generally prefer the Bacharach

in favor of tax revision. 
Much

same division of opinion appears

Democratic ranks as in the Republi­ 
can party. 
Thus far neither Senator 
Reed Smoot, Republican, Utah, chair­ 
man of the Senate finance committee 
nor Senator James E. Watson, Repub­ 
lican, Indiana, majority leader, 
have 
come out for a tax increase, both ex­ 
pressing the opinion it should be un­ 
necessary. 
Chairman Will R. Wood, 
Republi­ 
can, Indiana, of the House appropria­ 
tions committee, favors 
drastic cuts 
in federal expenditures 
rather than 
an increase in taxes. 
Suggestions for 
cuts in federal salaries 
have 
beer 
made. 
One of the basic 
factors in 
the 
position of the treasury is the public 
debt. 
In its present proportions this 
debt ¡3 largely the work of the World 
War. 
In 1916, before we entered the 
war, the government owed its credi­ 


tors approximately one billion, 
200 
million dollars—a sum near which the 
! public debt had hovered lazily 
for 
more than half a century. 
In 
1919, 
( when the war was over and the last 
cannon had been paid for, the debt 
| mounted suddenly to 25 billion, 
400 
\ million—an increase, in three 
years, 
of more than 2000 per cent. 
Simultaneously and also as a 
by­ 
product of the war, the federal sys­ 
tem of taxation was revised and rap­ 
idly expanded in order to raise funds 
in addition to those provided by 
this 
heavy borrowing. 
As most 
people 
remember, the number 
and 
rate of 
war-time taxes reached their peak in 
the revenue act of 1918. 
Under this act, taxes were levied 
on railway tickets, on telephone calls 
and 
telegrams, 
on 
documentary 
stamps, on insurance, on excess cor­ 
poration profits and on a long list of 
luxuries. 
Tobacco taxes 
were 
in­ 
creased by 50 per cent. 
Income tax­ 
es were so graduated a to catch at 
the lower end of the scale unmarried 
men and women with an income 
as 
small as $1000 and to impose at 
the 
upper end a tax as high as 65 per 
cent in surtax and 12 per cent in nor­ 
mal tax on incomes in excess of S1 ,- 


000,000. 


In the 11 years which elapsed 
be­ 
tween the end of the war 
and 
the 
beginning of the present depression of 
business, the efforts of the treasury 
department 
under 
four 
presidents 
were devoted primarily to a scaling 
down of war taxation and to reduction 
of the public 
debt. 
Thanks 
to 
a 
period of continuing prosperity, mar 
red only by the first post-war depres 
•ion of 1920-21 and two minor recess 
ions in 1924 and 1927, 
the treasury 
was able to achieve a large measure 
of success in both of these objectives. 
Taxes have been reduced four times 
by Congress since the war—in 1921, 
in 1924, in 1926, and in 1928. The low­ 
er level of personal 
exemptions has 
been raised so substantially that more 
than 2,000,000 people have been re­ 
lieved of the payment of individual in- 


come taxes. Some reduction has been 
made in the tax on tobacco 
and 
on 
documentary stamps. 
Luxury taxes 
have been virtually eliminated. Taxes 
on transportation, on telephone calls 
and telegrams, on insurance and 
on 
excess corporation profits have 
been 
removed entirely. 
Meantime a succession of good bus­ 
iness years following the depression 
of 1920-21 kept the income of the gov­ 
ernment on an even level, since 
ex­ 
panding trade and industry took 
up 
whatever slack 
was 
occasioned 
b\ 
successive tax reductions. 
From 1922 to 1930, the 
treasury’s 
receipts held close to four billion dol­ 
lars annually, 
never 
varying 
from 
this round sum by as much as 
6 per 
cent in any single year. 
Owing to this steady yield, to a pol­ 
icy of retiring outstanding obligations 
and to a surplus which averaged ap­ 
proximately 300 million dollars 
an­ 
nually, the treasury was able to re­ 
duce the 
public 
debt 
substantially 
from year to year. 
It wras on 
June, 
30, 1919, that the 
debt 
reached its 
peak of 
25 billion 400 
million. 
By 
June 30, 1925, it had been reduced to 
20 billion 500 million, and by June 30, 
1930, it had been reduced still furth­ 
er to 16 billion 185 million—a total 
reduction in 11 years of 36 per cent. 
During that period the debt 
was 
reduced by an excess of three and

half billion dollars more than requir­ 
ed by law.
